of the Canadian prairies is the 
best in the world, partly on ac- 
count of the somewhat strained 
relations between the United 
States and Japan, and owning, 
also, to the existence of the Ang- 
lo-Japanese treaty, a Japanese 
grain and milling firm, capitaliz- 
ed at millions of dollars, with 
headquarters in Yokohama and 
branches in several of the most 
important cities in the country, 
have deputed M. Kodama, a Van- 
couver commission merchant, to 
inquire into the grain handling 
transportation situation in West- 
ern Canada, with a view to open- 
ing a gtain and wheat trade be- 
tween this country and ‘Japan. 
Mr. Kodama was in Calgary Wed- 
nesday getting information on 
the subject from the local grain 
exchange. 

In an interview he stated that 
he had no information to give 
out as to transportation statis- 
tics, as he had not made a_ suf- 
ficiently exhaustive investigation 
yet. He will return to Calgary 
from Vancouver in about a 
month, when-he will look into the 
situation thoroughly and will be 
able to give facts and figures and 
discuss the feasibility of the pro- 
posed trade. 

Although inclined to be rather 
secretive in the matter of details, 
tir. Kodama admitted that the 
entire complexion of the grain 
trafic between Japan and Ameri- 
ca would : be changed if the big 
grain and milling firms in his 
native land decided to get their 
grain from Canada in future in- 
stead of from the United States. 

“Most of the wheat used in 
Japan has been shipped from the 
port of Portland,’’ he said. ‘‘It is 
grown largely in the middle west 
States. The trade is a big one, 
as Japan is a nation of 70,000, 
000 people, and a comparatively 
small quantity of the wheat used 
in the country is grown there. 
While it can be grown, the qual 
ity is generally poor, the wheat 
being soft and of small milling 
value in most instances. Besides, 
the agricultural areas in Japan 
are already taxed to their ut 
products 
for the supply of the large and 
rapidly increasing population — of 
the ishand. The principal grain is 
rice, and even although that 1s 
raised im every part of the na 
tion, rice of inferior quality 1s 
imported to Japan every year to 
make up for the deficit caused by 
the large export trade in this 
grain

tidh is surprisingly large. 
Growing timothy isa double 
rofit to the fatmer. It’ brings 
arge returns, and relieves .the 
labor difficulty. The great stréss 
of work comes at seeding and 
harvest time.: The limit of crop 
for each farmer is measured by 
the amount of land he can plow 
and seed in a limited time, and 
the amount of crop he can har- 
vest’ in a ‘Similarly limited per- 
iod in the fall. There is plenty 
of land, if he can only work jt. 
The hay crop involves no labor at 
those seasons. It is so much ad- 
ded to the, amount the farmer 
can grow. It requires no culti- 
vation, and the hay is harvested 


before the grain is ready. Hence 
a. farmer can, with the same 
equipment, work double the 


amount of land by;including a 
large amotint of hay in his crop. 

Another advantage is that some 
land is suitable for timothy that 
is not suitable for grain. There 
is considerable land in the dis- 
trict that is slightly wet a part 
of the season. ‘this, if not culti- 
vated, is a great injury to the 
appearance of the farm, and de- 
creases the selling value. Such 
land cultivated and seceded. to 
timothy yields wonderful crops, 
and a field of timothy, or even 
timothy stubble presents a very 


different appearance from wild 
land. These hollow places, by 
catching the surface water and 


holding it until it becomes stag- 
nant are a frequent cause of dis- 
case in horses. They can usually 
be drained very easily and seeded 
to timothy, thus turning an eye- 
sore and a source of‘ danger into 
a valuable asset,

HEROIC ATTEMPT OF SON TO 
SAVE MOTHER 


Raymond Spooner is ‘in the 
Holy Cross hospital, Calgary, 
suffering from terrible burns sus- 
tained by his having rushed into 
his burning home to carry out: 
his invalid mother; the mother is 
dead and his sister is suffering 
from serious burns. 

The tragedy occurredat the 
Spooner home on a farm 12 miles 
from Carstairs on Saturday last. 
After lighting the fire early in 
the morning, Spooner went out 
to the barn to do some work. 

Not long afterward his. sister 
ran screaming Out of the house; 
fighting to put out the fire in her 
own clothes, which had caught 
fire as she was escaping, and told 
him of his mother’s danger. 

Spooner raced to the burning 
building and up the stairway, 
which was a well of flames,. to his 
mother’s room. In-helpless ter- 
ror she lay there, unable to 
move. Spooner took her in his 
arms and through the sheets of 
flame carried her outside. She 
was terribly burned and Spoon- 
er’s clothes were blazing. After 
extinguishing the flames in the 
clothing of his mother, Spooner 
dived into a barrel of water, put- 
ting out the fire that was con- 
suming his hair and burning. his 
flesh. 

It appears that the stove, 
which Spooner lighted before he 
left the house, became over-heat- 
ed, igniting the woodwork around 
the pipe. The mother and sister 
were in bed, so they did not not- 
ice that the house was afire until 
it had become a mass of flames. 

The daughter, May Spooner, 
was not sufficiently strong to 
carry her mother, so she saved 
her own life by calling her broth- 
er to the assistance of her moth- 
er. 

The mother died while the house 
was still burning, in the home of 
C. W. Richardson, a neighbor, to 
which she was carried directly. 

Raymond was more badly burn- 
ed than his mother, whom he had 
protected with his own body as 
much as possible, as he carried 
her out. He backed down the 
stairs in order to protect her 
from the flames as much as_ pos- 
sible. His shirt was burned from 
his back and his hair from his 
head. The mother was not suf- 
ficiently strong to recover from 
her burns, but it is likely Ray- 
mond will, ghough he is still in a 
precarious condition.

“swatting the scrub’ in cattle- 
dom will become as popular as 
swatting the fly has been. The 
scrub is a cow-brute that is a 
curse to the breeder, the feeder, 
the handler and the consumer 
alike. He takes the same care 
and attention that the breeder 
might far better give to the pro- 
duction of a profitable animal of 
beef type, feeding capacity and 
early maturity. He consumes the 
feed that would make prime beef 
if eaten by the right sort of a 
steer, but instead it goes to 
make a very small quantity of 
a very poor quality of meat that 
tops the wrong end of the mar- 
ket. He costs the handler as 
much as a good animal would to 
put through the channels of trade 
and he returns no profit into a 
carcass that tries the patience, 
for the labor involved. He finally 
cuts the teeth and the digestion 
of the ultimate consumer 
brings a curse upon the 
becf producing fraternity. 
The scrub is an 


pute, causes the neighbors to 
question the business judgment 
of the man who harbors him,

Placed lengthwise, the cattle, 
calves,, hogs, sheep and_ horses 
handled in the Chicago yards in 
one year would make a _ proces- 
sion 15,858 miles long, or more 
than half way around the world. 
The commerce body has issued a 
report relative to the packing 
interests of aoe and says: 

Fifty years ago, in what was 
then described as ‘the packing 
season,’’ there were received in 
Chicago approximately 700,000 
hogs and 52,000 cattle, these be- 
ing marketed previous to the op- 
ening of the Union Stock Yards. 

In 1912 receipts of live stock 
at the Union Stock Yards were 
approximately 8,000,000 hogs, 
2,650,000 cattle, 500, 000 calves, 
and 6, 000,000 sheep, a total of 
17,175, 000, in 250,000 cars, val- 
ued in round figures at $270,- 
000,000, or over $1,000,000 per 
day, and it may be of especial in- 
terest to know that this million 
dollars every day was paid in 
cash. 

Everybody knows that the pack- 
ing industry of Chicago is large— 
tremendously large.
